We are further opposed to the election o 


Blaine because his whole career has been 
mark' d by stealth and cunning and ty 
the deliberate choice of un<iergronn< 
passages to accomplish his purposes; be- 
cause we believe that public office is a 
public trust, and that the maintenance 
of civil service reform is essential to the 
welfare and safety of the country. .We 
therefore cannot vote for Mr. Blaine, who 
in 1875, during his term as speaker ol 
the house of representatives, when called 
upon to appoint a committee of eleven 
to report upon the work of the civil ser- 
vice commission, appointed as members 
thereof nine of the most conspicuous en- 
emies of such reform, among them Ben- 
jamin F. Butler and Minister Hurlbort, 
of Londreau Peruvian gu:tno fame."
